The Senate of Virginia yesterday finished
the long railroad war in tbe Legislature by
passing the House bill for the sale of the
8 ate's interest in the Itichmond and Peters
burg Railroad for a half million dollars, to
several gentlemen of lacamond.

The coal investigation still continues at
narrisburg. A large number of iron and
railroad men are present to testify to the
frpftt damage the coal strikes are to them.
John Siney, president of the Miners' Associa
tion, was called yesterday afternoon, and tes
tified at great length in behalf of the miners.
